1. (Currently Amended) A pedestrian detection system provid e d on for a motor 
vehicle, th e motor v e hic le having a hood or bonn e t generally extending from the 
front of the vehicle to a windshield of the vehicle , the detection system comprising: a 
first sensor arrangement located more than 0.5 metres behind the front end of the 
vehicle to detect at least one of the speed of and/or and the distance to a part of an 
object which may include a pedestrian located in front of the vehicle, the said part of 
the object b ei ng part of th e object extending above a predetermined height, the 
predetermined height being at least the height of the a front edge of the hood-or 
bonn e t ; and a second sensor arrangement compris i ng a s e nsor mounted i n th e at 
the front bump e r or f e nd e r of the vehicle responsive to an impact of the vehicle with 
an obj e ct a pedestrian . 

2. (Currently Amended) A system according to Claim 1 wherein the first sensor 
arrangement is a microwave radar sensor . 

3. (Currently Amended) A system according to Claim 1 wherein the first sensor 
arrangement is an infra-red radar sensor . 

4. (Original) A system according to Claim 1 wherein the first sensor 
arrangement is a camera. 
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5. (Original) A system according to Claim 4 wherein the camera operates in the 
visible spectrum. 

6. (Original) A system according to Claim 4 in which the camera operates in the 
infra-red spectrum. 

7. (Original) A system according to Claim 1 wherein the first sensor 
arrangement is a stereo-camera arrangement. 

8. (Currently Amended) A system according to any on e of th e pr e c e d i ng Claims 
Claim 1 wherein the first sensor arrangement is mounted on the exterior of the 
vehicle in front of a windscr ee n or the windshield provided on the vehicle. 

9. (Currently Amended) A system according to any one of C l a i ms 1 to 7 Claim 1 
wherein the first sensor arrangement is mounted on the vehicle behind the 
windscreen or windshi el d of th e v e h i cl e. 

10. (Currently Amended) A system according to any on e of C l aims 1 to 7 Claim 
1 wherein the first sensor arrangement is mounted above the windscr ee n 
windshield. 
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1 1 . (Currently Amended) A system according to any one of th e pr e c e ding C l aims 
Claim 1 wherein a p e d e str i an prot e ct i on arrang e m e nt i s prov i d e d, the detection 
system being configured to activate the a pedestrian arrangement device in 
response to the first sensor arrangement detecting at least one of the distance 
below a threshold and/or and a speed above a threshold. 

12. (Currently Amended) A system according to Claim 11, wherein the threshold 
distance is less than the distance between the first sensor arrangement and the front 
of the vehicle. 

13. (Currently Amended) A system according to any one the pr e ced i ng C l aims 
Claim 1 wherein the second sensor arrangement furth e r includes an accelerometer. 

14. (Currently Amended) A system according to Claim 13, wherein the 
accelerometer is configured to provide a signal indicative of a crash situation and 
wherein, upon receipt of sa+4 the signal, an internal safety device on the vehicle is 
actuated. 

15. (Currently Amended) A system according to any on e of th e pr e c e d i ng C l a i ms 
Claim 1 wherein the sensor mounted m at the front bump e r of the vehicle is a 
contact sensor. 
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16. (Currently Amended) A system according to any on e of th e pr e c e ding Claims 
Claim 1 wherein the second sensor arrangement is a sensor that can discriminate 
objects lighter than a pedestrian. 

17. (Currently Amended) A system according to any on e of th e pr e c e ding C lai ms 
Claim 11 wherein the pedestrian prot e ction arrangement is activated only if the first 
sensor arrangement detects at least one of a distance to the object below a 
threshold and/or and a speed above a threshold, and also in the event the second 
sensor arrangement detects an object. 

18. (Currently Amended) A system according to any on e of th e pr e c e d i ng Claims 
Claim 11 wherein the pedestrian protection arrangement has at least two modes of 
activation. 

19. (Original) A system according to Claim 18 wherein the pedestrian protection 
arrangement system incorporates at least two pedestrian protection devices. 

20. (Currently Amended) A system according to Claim 18 wherein the pedestrian 
protection arrangement incorporates a first lifter to lift the a front part of the hood-or 
bonn e t , and a second lifter to lift the a rear part of the hood or bonn e t , one mode of 
activation being the lifting of the front part of the hood or bonn e t , and a second 
mode of operation including additionally the lifting of the a rear part of the hood-ef 
bonn e t . 
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21. (Currently Amended) A system according to any on e of Claims 18 to 20 
Claim 18 wherein the pedestrian protection arrangement includes a mechanism to 
lift the rear part of the hood or bonnet, and at least one air-bag to cover part of the 
w i ndscr ee n and/or part windshield or a portion of an A P i l l ars A-Pillar provided on 
the vehicle, one mode of activation comprising the lifting of only the rear part of the 
hood or bonn e t , the second mode including additionally the activation of at least one 
aif-kaq of the air-bags . 

22. (Currently Amended) A system according to any on e of C l a i ms 18 to 20 
Claim 18 wherein different modes are activated in response to a signal dependent 
on the first sensor arrangement reaching different thresholds. 

23. (Currently Amended) A system according to Claim 22 wherein at least one of 
sa\4 the different thresholds is dependent upon the vebiele speed of the vehicle as 
measured by a third sensor arrangement.
